If the story told by G. M. Cnlbertson 


15 truet 'Squire J. W. Kelley, of Union 
township, deserves a medal for original 
and unique judicial ideas and methods. 
Boss Foster's reputation for close ad- 
herance to the letter of the law, orig- 
inality, progressiveness and tenacity is 
in danger. Last February, about the 
18th, Culbertson got into a wrangle 
with a neighbor there, and in the 
course of the scrap, threatened to whip 
the man.

California, as we have often said, is 


the tramp's paradise.. The vagrants 
of the onion know this so well that -nn- 
less-the blessing1 tii our climate be off- 
set -with severe artificial disadvantages 
•the state -will become each year-the"-win- 
ter resort of the greater mnltitaae of 
traveliu^ loafers. 
We are already 


cursed with more .of these pests than 
the law officers, of the interior seem 
able to -handle. Tramps' camps have 
become a winter institution in sonth- 
ern California, These colonies of lazy 
and worthless bummers are outfitted 
with tents. They beg and steal from 
the snrronnding- inhabitants, who are 
afraid of them, for arson, robberv and 
murder are vengeful possibilities when 
a tramp colony is refused what it asks. 
So determined are the unpleasant 
strang-ers to live without work-that they 
adopt a military organization and are 
ready to give battle to. the rural po- 
lice, 
STear Riverside, the other day, 


the officers who descended npon one of 
the camps were routed, horse, foot and 
dragoon, after a brisk engagement. In 
earlier days, when mining- and not ag- 
riculture engaged .. the people, Cali- 
fornia would have disposed of such, 
militant bummers with rope and pistol. 
But farmers are of a peaceable spirit, 
and their occupation isolates them, 


How comfortable the tramp's life is 


made for him here, how easily he man- 
ages to exist without toil, was interest- 
ingly revealed by the recently printed 
narrative of a young man who, as a 
"hobo," made the trip from San. Diego 
to San Irancisco. His experience shows 
that money is not necessary in Cali- 
fornia to a man who makes up his mind 
to be a tourist. There is still an -un- 
limited supply of tender-hearted peo- 
ple who would rather take the chance 
of encouraging vagrancy than run the 
risk of withholding help from worthy 
men seeking work—a character, al- 
ways assumed by the tramp, of course. 
This amateur and a companion loitered 
on their journey for over a month and 
never went hungry. They were taken 
for the genuine article by the real 
tramps they met, jand also by the po- 
liece of the towns and villages, thus 
gaining a perfect insight into the life. 
In Delmar, for example, they were 
told that if they could induce t-he con- 
stable to arrest them they could get a 
"floater"—that is to' say, be housed 
over night in the jail and floated on- 
ward in the morning, stayed by a good 
breakfast. 
"I am told," relates the 


young man, "that in sume of these 
places the tramps are sentenced to ten 
days, but the constable lets him off, 
gives his a couple of dollars as an in- 
centive to leave, and charges the coun- 
ty one dollar a day for the ten days." 
By stealing rides and begging at 
houses the pair made pleasant prog- 
ress, Not only subsistence, but social 
attention, it seems, are the agreeable 
portion of the moneyless tourist in 
southern California, As witness: 


"At Carlsbad we were in great luck. 


My chum did some, chores round, a 
house and the lady took us both. in. 
We got a wash", a good meal, a bed and 
spent the evening playing the piano 
and cards. Xest morning the lady put 
up a big lunch for us, and jumped the 
blind baggage car when the train came 
along." 


Sleeping in barns and haystacks by 


night, begging for food during the day, 
walking for pleasure, and taking the 
cars for speed, the adventure proceeded 
joyously. Professional tramps were 
encountered in large numbers. At 
Goshen there was an encampment with 
a. captain in command and a negro 
servant to do the cooking. The com- 
pany slept in tents, and regular details 
were sent out to forage. The com- 
munity called itself the "Sons of Eest," 
and had for its motto the sybaritic sen- 
timent: 
'Tools and Mules Work." 


The amateurs found that they gen- 


erally could get work when they asked 
for it, but, like ihe regulars, they were 
under no necessity to labor. Charity 
abounded, and they pursued their way 
without hardship. Since novices could 
do so well, the lot of a skilled loafer 
must be pleasant, indeed. It is not 
wonderful that the tramp looks down 
with contempt on the workingman 
who drudg'es for a livelihood that is to 
be had wilnout exertion. 


We have no snow here, practically 


no winter, and the tramp comes to us 
in the assurance that there is a picnic 
awaiting him. He will come, and bring 
his comrades -with him, while the peo- 
ple and the oincers 01 the law remain 
as kind as the skies. That each town is 
anxious to pass the vagabonds on to the 
next, and will even o2er them a re- 
ward to go, is natural enough under 
present conditions, which .are dis- 
graceful to a civilized state. So long 
as we have this want of concert, this 
anarchy, this army of tramps will in- 
crease. Yet there is no sound reason 
why the evil should not be abated, and 
even turned to profitable account. 
There are 57 counties, and all save a 
few of them need more roads and bet- 
ter roads. It ought not to be difficult 
for the several boards of supevisors to 
put themselves in communication with 
one another* and come to an under- 
standing. If this were done—if every 
tramp arrested should be given the full 
penalty of the law against vagrancy 
and compelled to work on the roads 
during the entire term of his sentence, 
a solid advantage would be reaped, and 
the tramps kept away from California 
in future. 


Pending such action as this by the 


authorities, the duty of the individual 
citizen is clear. Charity to the unde- 
serving Is a wrong done the deserving. 
Every tramp supported in idleness is 
an encouragerneni; to better men to 
abandon honest ways.—San Francisco 
Arecnautv 


CARE OF THE HAIR. 


A Course of Treatment That May G!T«

spring- covering, and the quantity and 
quality of the new growti depend very 
much on thifdiscreet and careful treat- 
ment given, one's nead at this critical 
juncture, -Deluging with, more or less 
trustworthy tonics and panicky taips to 
the "hair specialist are not of so much 
avail as simple home remedies, and all 
along in these days, when the sap 15 
rising in the trees, sensible women clip 
their tresses once in every 15 days. They 
merely trim the edges, -witi a pair of 
very sharp scissors, and then singe the 
raw ends over a candle flame. This has 
exactly the eame effect as pruning a 
hedge. It forces a fuller growth on tie 
scalp. 


Another Trord to the wise. In the 


spring' wash your hair at least once 
every fortnight and don'twash.it before 
going to bed, for hair must dry rapidly 
and in the light. It is not only healthy 
to shampoo the head frequently, but 
at this time of the year nothing so stim- 
ulates the sprouting strands. 


"Wash your head in a \vurni bat3i and 


nee either castile or sulphur soap. If 
yon don't care to use a soap, the next 
most cleansing process— and invigorat- 
ing, too — -is to beat tie yolk of an egg 
and pour it over the dry scalp. With 
your finger tips rub this in, and then 
plunge your head and tresses into the 
basin of tepid fluid, dashed with one 
teaspoonfol of cloudy ammonia or bp-- 
rax. Directly the water grows discol- 
ored, a fresh bath must be drawn and a 
basin of the clean fluid used, -until tlie 
last one is quite cold and tie scalp is 
quite free of sticky egg or soap suds. 
After wringing out tie bulk of iair aj 
couple of big Turkish towels, if used hot 
.from hanging before a fire, will all but 
completely dry the head. 


Hair washed in ammonia, borax, or 


even with soap, though left light and 
shiny from tie efi ectof the egg, is apt to 
fliifE and fuzz as though, every strand- 
had been separately through hot tongs. 
To allay this a little cocoa oil or any 
pure grease ought to be rubbed into the 
scalp and a vigorous brushing put in 
train. Excessive dryness is indeed a 
peculiarity of many American women's 
hair, the result of our climate and 
ratier second-class digestions, and to 
correct this a steady cocoa oil or grease 
treatment onght to be kept up for "two 
or three months at a time, applying a 
very little of the emollient once in six or 
seven days and brushing it out in tie 
length of iair. 


It is absolutely only by regular matu- 


tinal grooming1 tiat dandruff rem be 
kept down and that the gloss and color 
of hair is retained after tie vital juices 
of early youth are ceasing to flow. It 
requires two brashes to do tlris busi- 
ness well ; onejmeant only for tie scalp, 
and this one must be a rubber affair. 
It is a new invention, the rubber brush. 
Back, handle and bristles are all of rub- 
ber, pliable indeed, but sternly aggres- 
sive, for the bristles' get right down to 
first principles and stir the dandruff 
from its hitherto inaccessible stronjr- 
iolds. Moreover, the rubber brush is 
dellgitfully clean, for after use every 
morning it can be washed, under the 
faucet and laid white and dry back on. 
tie dressing table. The second brush 
ought to be a conventional 
long- 


handled, stout bristled affair, to usef or 
stroking the length of iair, where the 
rubber one will not go and where the 
daily accumulation of dust, lint, straws 
and thread is a matter shocking' and 
astonishing to a dainty woman. 


What witi this careful brushing 


washing anyone's spring- crop of 
can be induced to come focrthimmusual 
luxuriance and beauty of quality, bnt 
for -the women who iave long1 ignored 
the simple cleanly precautions for pre- 
serving their hair and are in danger of 
having soon to thatci their crowns with 
borrowed tresses, a more rigid course of 
treatment must be followed. Clip 
ekimpy, fading, splitting1 hair once a 
week and every morning fill a basin 
with clear cold water and treat tie head. 
to a plunge ba-ti. Dry out qnickly and 
brush in a little oil, ever so little, not 
more than a couple of drops per morn- 
Ing. 
Provided the oil is pure any sort 


will do, and f or-as many hours as pos- 
sible wear the iair hanging1 loose or 
very lightly done up with tucking 
combs. — Detroit Iree Press.
